As' 
it is of a nature which I know will furniſh ſome entertain- 
ment to your Lordſhip, I will endeavour to give you as 
diſtin and particular an account of it, at I have been able 
to obtain, | | .

Adjoining to China on the weſt, is the large country of 
Fhibet, called by ſome Barantola : in a province of this 
country, named Laſa, reſides the grand Lama, or high- 
prieſt of theſe idolaters; who is reverenced, and even a- 
dored as a God, by moſt of the neighbouring nations. 

The high opinion which is entertained of his ſacred cha- 


racter jnduceth prodigious numbers of religious people to 


reſort to Laſa,to pay their homage to him,and to give him 
preſents, in order to receive his bleſſing. His reſidence is in 
a moſt magnificent pagod, or temple, built on the top of the 
mountain, Pouta?a. The foot of this mountain, and even the 
whole diſtri& of Laſa, is inhabited by an incredible number 


of Lamas, df different ranks and orders, ſeveral of whom 


have very grand pagods erected to their honour, in which 
they rec: ive a kind of inferior worſnip. The whole coun- 
try, like Italy, abounds with prieſts and they entirely ſuhſiſt 
3 nn (18 ee neee 
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Vriſten with his own hand, in the following terms. 
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on the great number of rich preſents, which are ſent them 
from the utmoſt extent of Tartary, from the empire of the 
great Mogul, and from almoſtall parts of the Indies, When 
the grand Lama receives the adorations of the people, he 
is raiſe ] on a magnificent altar, and ſitteth croſs-legped up- 
on a ſplendid cuſhion: his worſhippers proſtrate eke 
before him in the humbleſt and moſt abject manner; but 
he returneth not the leaſt ſign. of reſpect, nor ever ſpeak- 
eth, een to the greateſt princes; he only layeth his hand 
upon their heads, and they are fully perſwaded that they 
Teceiye from thence a full forgiveneks of all ther ins. They 
are hkewiſe ſo extrayagant as to 1magine, that he knoweth 
all things, even the AMY g ; and his particular 
diſciples, being a ſele& number of about two hundred of 
the moſt emivent Lamas, have the addreſs to make the peo- 
Ple believe he is immortal; and that whenever he appear- 
eth te die, he only changeth his abode, and animateth a

The learned in China have long heen of opinion, that in 
the archives of this grand tem ple, ſome very ancient books 
have for many ages been concealed; and the pre ſent em- 
peror, who is very curious in ſearching after the writings 
of antiquity, became at length fo fully convinced of the 


probability of this opinion, that he determined to try whe-. 
ther any diſcovery af this ſort coald be made. Io thi: end 


his firſt care was to find out a perſon eminent]y ſkilful-in the 
ancient lapguages and characters, He at length pitched, 
upon one of the Han- lins, or doctors of the firſt order, whole 
name was Cgo-t/eu, a man about fiſty years of age, of a, 
grave and noble aſpect, of great eloquence, and who, by 
an accidental friendſhip with a certain learned Lama, who 
had rehded many years at Peking, was become entirely
